What they have given is 
vested and irtHlienahle; except as the |>eo- 
ple have provided- in their written Consti- 
tutions. If tire jxsAplo reserved the right 
of a State to secede Ma the Union, the 
right is inalienable, and Secession was 
lawful and valid. That was a right they 
did not reserve, however. They express- 
ly gave it away, and hence the ordinances 
of Secession are void. 

The only right the Press «j Co. can 
claim io interfere with these reserved 
rights of the States, is that of revolution. 
Tf the Government, Including these rights 
of the States, has become subversive of 
'THEsK ends," the people have a right to 
alter or abolish them, and institute new 
Governments, etc. If they have power to 
make this revolution, and there is good 
reason for it, it is all right as long as It 
lasts. 

We are against this revolution. We see 
no good reason for it. The party having 
the powers of the Federal Government 
have no right to go Into revolution, 
lu so doing, they are in a worse attitude 
than Secessionists. 

To usurp i>owers by a iierverslon of 
the forms of Government, is a worse 
crime than an open defiance of those 
forms. When men engage in revolution, 
they must make sure of two points: first, 
they must have a good reason for it ; and, 
second, they must have power to succeed. 
The reliels thought they had a good rea- 
son; but they failed. So they will not do 
at all. The Tress A Co. think they have 
a good reason to extirpate these reserved 
rights of States; nnd so far they have suc- 
ceeded. If they get through satisfactorily, 
and maintain good government with the 
rights of States annihilated, they will be 
written down patriots; but it is a mean 
pretense in them to affect to be maintain- 
ing the Government, when, in laet, they 
are engaged in revolution.

THE CHATEAU OF 

The recent visit of the Emperor an .| 
Kmpress of the French to the chateau of 
Aren< nN'rg has drawn public attention 
thereto. The inhabitants of the vicinity 
were out In full fbne, and a few triumph- 
al arches were erected. No one, however, 
cried Vice rj£mi*ratr, 

A singing-club serenaded the Emperor 
in the evening. He talked freely withttv 
membera, and in reply to a ipuastion 
whether there were any among the citi- 
zens who amid recollect hts departure, 
the answer was given "Yes, your Majes- 
ty. You then said, 'I leave with re- 
gret, bnt when I come again it shall be 
with joy.'" 

A French writer gives this account of 
Arenenlierg: 

The aspect of the place has changes! lit- 
tle since lsai. In 1*17 Queen Hortanse 
purchased Arenenberg. in the canton of 
Thurgau. Tlie house had two storii-s, with 
three windows in front, of the most sim- 
ple construction, painted white, withgrav 
Venitlan blinds. Tbe Queen had a din- 
ing-room built on the left, on which whs 
n »erra<s!» standing on columns and l»or- 
dered by a light balustrade. Groups of 
flowers, with poplars and weeping-wil- 
lows, covered the esplanade. The part of 
the garden looking on the lake, represent- 
ing the steepest declivity, was planted 
with vines. At some distance from tlie 
dwelling-house there was a ess*! sur- 
rounded by buildings son u -what lwftier. 
with an exterior gallery on the first floor 
giving access to tne ditfereut apartm -nts. 
The verdant horizons of the forest e.\- 
D-nded )*'hind, and in front wasai-i n on 
the small lake the island where legends 
place the tomb of Charles le tiros. Tne 
great lake, having on its side the city of 
Constance and the glaciers of Senlis, forin- 
ci! tt (implement of the picture. 

"Prince Eugene Beaubarnals, in order 
lo pass some Lime with his sister, had caus- 
ed a grand pavilion to be built on a hiirh 
ground in the neigh Nirhood, which was 
called Kmrenberir. Such wtts the frame 
in the midst of wliich rose the dwelling of 
her who was then called the I»uch*>s.s dp 
St. Leu. It was there that a Princess who 
had just lielore held at her disposal the 
palaces of half Europe was permitted to 
dwell, under the surveillance of three or 
lonr different police t-. lies. At the en- 
trance of the vestibule there was the lust 
of the PriiKs?sH crowned with a wreath of 
flowers, and placed on a column. In the 
small sitting-room there was a few pic- 
tures and two timepiirces; iu another, 
communicating with it, there was placet I 
between the windows the picture of Gros, 
representing llonapnrte rsSBRBWJ the Alps. 
Lastly, in a third sitting-room, there was 
aline portrait, by Prudhon, of tie- Km- 
press .Josephine seated una sofa, and a 
magnificent piece, of Gobelins tapestry. 
The Queen's sleeping apartment on the 
lirst Ihsir was providtsl with a s»rt ot n«e- 
wood furniture, which had belouged to 
Marie Antoinette. The two" voting prin- 
ces, Napoleon and Loui% lived with their 
tutor in the buildings surrounding the 
court. 

Tlie Arenenlierg party was at that time 
comiMisisI of the eldest son of tlie I»u< l>ess. 
Prince Napoleon (brother of the present 
Emperor), then sixteen years of age, and 
chnracterirAfd by the nobleness of his 
figure, features and manners. To these 
external signs of elevation in miud and 
spirit there Ml already joined an unde- 
flnnhle passion and sentiment for the line 
arts, when wo reflect that it was in com- 
batting for the liberty of Italy that this 
generous nature BBSOSflSBSxt. we find a 
wonderful ai-onrd between his promise 
ami his end. Such deaths are pledges: 
they are fruitful, sacred, imprescriptible 
gauges given to a cause. The Prince Louis 
The present Emperor i, the "d>ms <•«/;■.-," 
as his mother was wont to call him, with 
a more melancholy, confiding and tender 
expression of countenance, was already 
remarkable at all bodily exercises. Al- 
though only thirteen, whenever we were 
bathing higetber in the lake, and came 
unexpeotetlly on icy currents, he would 
dart away from us with the dexterity of a 
fish, and then laugh to see us landing. 
Were it a question of a horse difficult to 
mount, he was snre to be the first to offer 
himself, and the picture in which Cotter- 
eau, at a later period, drew him in the act 
of taming a superb Swiss courser which 
Bad always thrown its riders, was no fic- 
tion or flattery. Tlie two young men had 
a preceptor who had received and who 
transmitted to them not only the profound 
erudition of the Normal School, w herein 
he had been "//coo r- dc c*mfvraice*," but 
almost the most inflexible principle* of 
the French revolution, namely, M. Phil- 
ippe Lebsw, since a memtierof the Insti- 
tute, and wlw formerly belonged to one 
of our republican assemblies." 

A Great National Cckiosity.— The 
Jacksonville (Oregon) Sentinel of the 12th 
tilt, says: 

Several of our citizens returned last 
week from a visit to the Great Sunken 
lake, situated iu the Cascade mountains, 
about seventy-five miles northeast from 
Jacksonville. This lake rivals the fa- 
mous valley of Sinbad, the sailor. It is 
thought to average 2,000 feet down to the 
water all round. The wails are almost 
perpendicular, running down into the 
water and leaving no beach. The depth 
of tho water is unknown, and its snrhtiv 
is smooth and unruffied, as it lies so far 
below the surface of the mountain that 
the air currents do not affect it. Its length 
is estimated at twelve milcM, and its 
width nt ten. There is an island in its 
center, having trees upon it. No living 
man ever has, and probably never will, 
be able to reach the water's edge. It Dei 
silent, still and mvsterioos in the bosom 
of the "everlasting hills," like a huge 
well scooped out by the hands of the giant 
genii of the mountains, in the unknown 
ages gone bv, and around it the primeval 
threats watch and ward are keeping. 

The visiting party fired a rifle several 
times into tbe water, at an angle of li . 
and were able to note several si*conds of 
time from the report of the gun until the 
hall struck the water. Such seems in- 
credible, but is vouched lor by some of 
our most reliable citizens. The lake is 
certainly a most remarkable curiosity.
